Tribute  to  a  Leader  -  John  Harold  Talton  1929-2008 

A  Eulogy  Given  May  26,  2008,  Christ  Episcopal  Church,  New  Bern

Harold  Talton  loved  to  get  things 
done.  And  he  especially  loved 
taking  on  impossible  projects 
and  making  them  happen.  Harold,  an 
active  Democrat,  managed  to  get  himself 
appointed  to  the  Tryon  Palace  Commission 
by  Republican  Governor  Jim  Martin.  He 
went  on  to  be  appointed  Chairman  of  the 
Commission  by  Governor  Hunt  and  later 
by  Governor  Easley 

An  important  key  to  Harold's  leadership 
was  visiting.  He  once  explained  to  me  the 
art  of  visiting.  He  knew  my  tendency  was 
to  be  direct  in  making  a  request.  We  had 
an  important  meeting  with  a  local  business 
leader  we  needed  to  cultivate.  Harold 
insisted  he  take  the  lead  to  show  me  how 
to  successfully  visit.  Harold  discussed  families,  local  politics  and  numerous  other 
topics.  At  the  point  I  despaired  of  ever  getting  to  the  topic,  Harold  finally  eased  into 
the  reason  for  our  visit.  We  were  successful  that  time  and  many  other  times  because 
of  Harold's  ability  to  build  and  sustain  friendships,  not  just  in  this  community  but  all 
over  the  state. 

I  learned  many  other  things  about  leadership  from  Harold  Talton  including  the 
value  of  humor  and  story  telling  and  the  necessity  of  keeping  fences  mended.   I  also 
learned  to  strategize  "when  the  ox  got  in  the  ditch."  One  of  the  words  I  most  associate 
with  Harold  is  strategize.  A  gleam  would  come  into  his  eye  when  he  said,  "You  know 
we  can  get  this  done.  We  just  need  to  strategize." 

Harold  Talton  loved  to  accomplish  the  impossible.  While  chairman  of  the  Tryon 
Palace  Commission,  we  discussed  at  length  the  impossibility  of  purchasing  the 
Barbour  Boat  Works  property,  a  Super  Fund  Site.  The  property  was  not  on  the 
market,  we  did  not  have  the  purchase  money,  we  had  no  experience  in  fundraising 
and  someone  had  to  persuade  the  state  to  acquire  a  contaminated  property.  Harold 
relished  the  challenge. 

We  launched  our  first  Capital  Campaign  for  the  project  just  after  9/11.  The  prospect 
of  an  uphill  struggle  to  raise  millions  of  dollars  delighted  Harold.  He  loved  the 
project  and  was  active  in  our  effort  to  secure  the  funding  from  the  beginning.    He 
cheered  on  the  Commission  and  staffs  and  was  an  active  participant  in  every  aspect  of 
planning  and  fundraising  until  the  very  end  of  his  life.  In  the  last  several  weeks  he  was

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Two  Remarkable  Ladies:  Maude  Moore  Latham  1871-1951 
and  May  Gordon  Latham  Kellenberger  1893-1978

Prominent  in  civic,  cultural, 
and  patriotic  aflFairs  across 
North  Carolina, 
Maude  Moore  Latham 
and  her  daughter,  May 
Gordon  Latham 
Kellenberger,  were 
native  daughters 
and  patrons  of 
New  Bern.  They 
left  a  legacy  that 
is  treasured  not 
only  in  New  Bern, 
but  throughout 
the  state  of  North 
Carolina. 

Although  the 
Latham  family  moved 
to  Greensboro  in  1904, 
Mrs.  Latham  focused  attention 
on  the  historical  significance  of  the 
colonial  history  of  New  Bern,  but  she 
also  supported  the  preservation  of  the 
historical  and  architectural  heritage  of 
the  entire  state.  When  an  opportunity 
came  for  North  Carolina  to  acquire  the 
Carolina  Charter  issued  by  King  Charles 
II  of  England  to  the  Lords  Proprietors, 
she  was  the  first  and  largest  donor 
toward  the  purchase. 

Particularly  interested  in  the 
restoration  of  historic  buildings,  Mrs. 
Latham  envisioned  that  the  government 
palace,  designed  by  John  Hawks  and 
constructed  in  New  Bern  during  the 
tenure  of  Royal  Governor  William 
Tryon,  could  be  restored.  The  building, 
once  described  as  "the  finest  capital 
building  on  the  continent  of  North 
America",  had  served  as  both  the  first 
permanent  capitol  of  the  colony  and 
the  first  capitol  of  the  state  of  North 
Carolina  after  the  American  Revolution. 
It  burned  in  1798. 

Mrs.  Latham's  dream,  referred 
to  as  "impossible,  impractical,  and 
undesirable"',  began  to  become  a  reality 
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in  1939  when  she  underwrote  in  part 
the  landmark  publication,  Old  Homes 
and  Gardens  of  North  Carolina,  which 
called  for  the  rebuilding  of 
Tryon  Palace.   Mrs.  Latham 
had  worked  diligently  to 
document  the  Palace's 
history  and  lay  the 
groundwork  for  its 
reconstruction  and 
furnishing.  Riding 
a  wave  of  public 
support,  she  carried 
her  campaign  to 
Raleigh.   Others 
had  been  researching 
and  promoting  the 
restoration  of  the 
Palace,  but  it  was  not 
j|jj,i)i  until  1944  when  Mrs. 

Latham  established  the  Maude 
Moore  Latham  Trust  Fund  for  the 
explicit  purpose  of  Palace  restoration 
that  the  project  gained 
momentum.   Her  funding 
led,  in  1945,  to  the 
General  Assembly's 
creation  of  the  Tryon 
Palace  Commission" 
to  oversee 
restoration  and 
to  the  Assembly's 
appropriation  of 
funds  to  acquire 
the  original  Palace 
site.  At  the  end 
of  her  life  before 
the  Palace  had  been 
restored,  Mrs.  Latham 
left  the  remainder  of  her 
estate  to  ensure  its  ongoing 
financial  stability.  This  determined 
woman's  gifts  of  more  than  $3  million 
to  the  state  of  North  Carolina  and  her 
love  for  her  state's  history  made  possible 
the  resurrection  of  Tryon  Palace  as  an 
ongoing  instrument  for  teaching  North 
Carolinians  about  their  past. 


Mrs.  Latham's  legacy  continued  to 
be  nurtured  and  expanded  through  the 
efforts  of  her  daughter.   May  Gordon 
Latham  Kellenberger  succeeded  her 
mother  as  Chairman  of  the  Tryon 
Place  Commission  and,  following  her 
mother's  death  in  1951,  she  carried  her 
mother's  dream  to  fruition.  Assisted 
by  her  husband,  John  A.  Kellenberger, 
financial  officer  of  the  Tryon  Palace 
Commission  for  twenty-two  years,  Mrs. 
Kellenberger  oversaw  the  reconstruction 
and  furnishing  of  the  Palace,  as  well  as 
its  public  opening  in  1959. 

Through  the  years,  the  Kellenbergers 
spearheaded  the  growth  of  the  Palace 
complex  by  the  addition  of  the  historic 
John  Wright  Stanly  and  Dixon  houses. 
ITirough  the  Kellenberger  Historical 
Foundation,  established  and  endowed 
in  1978  by  her  will,  Mrs.  Kellenberger 
determined  that  research  into  North 
Carolina's  history  would  continue 
to  provide  a  solid  footing 
lor  public  education  and 
interpretation  at  Tryon 
Palace  Historic  Sites 
&  Gardens. 

Like  her  mother, 
Mrs.  Kellenberger 
gave  much  of  her 


fortune  to  preserve 
the  heritage  of 
New  Bern,  and 
the  effect  of  their 
generosity  has  made 
an  indelible  mark  on 
New  Bern's  historic 
identity.    The  Latham 
'o,y/    ,  ,•  ilrti*'"  '      Trust  continues  to  provide 

programmmg  and  operatmg 
funds  annually  for  Tryon  Palace  Historic 
Sites  &  Gardens.    The  Kellenberger 
Foundation  grants  have  included 
funding  for  the  New  Bern  Academy 
Museum  and  the  William  Hollister 
house  (now  part  of  the  Tryon  Palace

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The  Tryon  Palace  Council  of  Friends  was  founded 
in  1992  for  the  purpose  of  benefiting,  performing 
the  functions  of,  and  carrying  out  the  purposes  of 
Tryon  Palace  Historic  Sites  &  Gardens.  To  accomplish  this 
mission,  the  Council  of  Friends  was  established  as  a  non-profit 
corporation  authorized  to  engage  in  fundraising,  to  accept 
gifts  and  contributions,  to  make  distribution  of  any  property, 
and  to  undertake  any  activity  to  further  the  purposes  of  the 
organization. 

The  Friends  first  officers  were  Mary  Ruth  Hardy,  president; 
John  Harden,  vice  president;  and  Kay  Williams,  secretary/ 
treasurer.   Other  board  of  directors  charter  members  were 
Agnes  Bean,  June  Ficklen,  Ella  Ann  Holding,  Carroll  Leggett, 
Nancy  Lilly,  Joseph  Marley,  Katie  Morris,  Bill  Price,  David  L. 


Ward,  Jr.,  Zeb  Weaver  and  Joseph  Zaytoun.   In  May  1994,  Mr. 
Ward  became  president  of  the  Board  and  continues  to  serve  in 
that  capacity. 

Since  its  inception,  the  Council  of  Friends  has  developed  a 
membership  structure,  which  currently  has  651  memberships 
with  1026  members,  and  an  annual  fund.   In  2007,  just  under 
$200,000  was  realized  from  a  combination  of  memberships, 
annual  fund,  and  a  variety  of  other  fund-raising  and  financial 
management  activities.  Additionally,  an  aggressive  grant 
initiative  supports  annual  and  capital  programs  and  projects, 
and  the  growing  Community  Partners  endeavor  garners 
business  and  corporate  support  for  special  projects,  especially 
the  holidays.

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complex);  the  creation  of  the  Kellenberger  Room  at  the 
New  Bern-Craven  County  Public  Library,  a  rich  and  much- 
used  repository  of  New  Bern  and  North  Carolina  history;

Through  their 
estates,  they  continue  to  provide  support  for  educating  future 
generations  in  ways  they  could  never  have  envisioned. 

Immeasurable  gratitude  will  always  be  due  Mrs.  Latham 
and  Mrs.  Kellenberger,  especially  in  2010  when  the  North 
Carolina  History  Education  Center  doors  open  onto  a  grand 
new  perspective  on  the  making  and  stewardship  of  North 
Carolina.

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instrumental  in  working  out  the  details  of  cash  flow  to  pay  for 
construction  of  the  North  Carolina  History  Education  Center. 

Harold  Talton  stayed  close  to  his  roots  as  a  North  Carolinian 
and  had  a  keen  sense  of  who  he  was.  His  personal  projects 
reflected  his  growing  up  years  on  a  Johnston  County  family 
farm  including  bee  keeping  and  raising  goats  and  horses.  One 
of  my  favorite  memories  was  the  occasion  of  Lord  Tryon's  visit 
from  England  in  1989.  We  planned  an  extensive  itinerary 
intended  to  impress  Lord  Tryon  including  a  gala  event  on  the 
Palace  lawn.  But  the  event  that  Lord  Tryon  talked  about  most 
was  breakfast  at  the  Talton's.  Harold  showed  Lord  Tryon  his 
goats  and  horses,  and  Pat  served  her  famous  country  ham  with 
red  eye  gra-vy  and  grape  hull  preserves. 

Harold  Talton  was  a  North  Carolinian  who  exemplified  the 
values  of  the  Old  North  State  as  expressed  in  the  state  motto  - 
Esse  Quam  Videre  —  to  be,  rather  than  to  seem.   He  was  always 
true  to  himself  he  was  a  great  story  teller  and  he  enriched  all  of 
our  lives.  The  North  Carolina  History  Education  Center  and 
Tryon  Palace  today  are  testaments  to  his  vision,  energy  and  zest 
for  making  things  happen. 

Harold  Talton  served  on  the  Tryon  Palace  Commission  from 
1987  to  2004  and  was  its  chairman  from  1993  to  2004.  He 
is  remembered  for  his  exemplary  leadership  and  is  credited  with 
significant  strides  in  organizational  growth  and  institutional 
advancement.  A  graduate  of  Wake  Forest  University,  he  had  a 
distinguished  career  with  First  Citizens  Bank  for  over  40  years  and 
has  been  honored  on  numerous  occasions  for  his  contributions  and 
guidance  for  civic  development. 

For  Harold  Talton  memorials,  his  family  included  the 
North  Carolina  History  Education  Center  as  a  designee.

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The  Griffin  Legacy  Touches  Many

Moses  Griffin  lived  alone, 
had  few  friends,  and  never 
married.   But  the  legacy  of 
Moses  Griffin  touched  the  lives  of  many 
poor,  orphan  girls.   Born  in  1753  and 
a  lifetime  resident  of  Craven  County, 
Moses  inherited  property  from  Solomon 
Griffin,  his  father. 

With  little  formal  education,  Moses 
Griffin  ran  successful  mercantile  and 
real  estate  businesses  and  accumulated 
extensive  property  holdings  in  New  Bern. 
Living  frugally,  investing  his  profits 
wisely,  and  avoiding  social  interaction, 
Moses  Griffin  earned  a  reputation  as  an 
eccentric  miser. 

Conscientious  caretaker  of  his  resources 
in  life  and  death.  Griffin  appointed 
five  executors  in  preparation  for  the 
administration  of  his  estate.   His  will, 
probated  in  June  of  1816,  directed  the 
executors  to  invest  estate  funds  in  bank 
shares  or  to  make  loans  at  interest.  With 
ample  investment  returns,  the  trustees 
were  instructed  to  purchase  two  acres 
of  land  in  a  convenient  and  healthy 
place  near  New  Bern  and  oversee  the 
construction  of  a  story-and-a-half 
brick  house.   Griffin  allowed  for  a  large 
space  on  the  first  floor  suitable  for  a 
schoolroom  and  finishing  of  the  rest  in  a 
"plain  manner  fit  for  the  accommodations 
of  indigent  scholars  which  house  shall 
be  called  Griffin's  Free  School. "  Griffin's 
will  detailed  the  employment  of  a  proper 
schoolmaster,  and  the  school's  purpose 
was  to  teach  and  educate 
"...  as  many  orphan  children  or  the 
children  of  such  other  poor  and 
indigent  persons  as  are  unable  to 
accomplish  it  with  their  own  means, 
and  who  in  the  judgment  of  my 
trustees  are  best  entitled  to  the  benefit 
of  this  donation." 

The  executors  incorporated  the  school 
in  1833  and  purchased  a  tract  of  land  on 
George  Street  northwest  of  Cedar  Grove 
Cemetery.   In  1835,  construction  of  the 
schoolhouse  commenced.

Under  the  guidance  of  the  trustees,  the 
Griffin  estate  flourished;  however,  some 
of  Moses  Griffins  plans  did  not  come 
to  fruition.   Because  boys  had  access  to 
various  trades,  the  trustees  decided  to 
educate  only  poor  girls.   Rather  than 
hiring  a  headmaster  as  Griffin  specified, 
the  trustees  selected  a  headmistress.  Arete 
Ellis,  daugher  of  George  and  Amaryllis 
Ellis,  who  dedicated  her  life  to  the 
school.  She  followed  strict  rules  and 
regulations  as  she  cared  for  20  girls,  who 
were  provided  with  housing,  clothing, 
a  proper  diet  and  medical  treatment. 
Classes  were  conducted  in  reading, 
writing,  mathematics,  and  also  in  sewing, 
weaving,  knitting,  spinning,  cooking, 
milking,  housework,  and  gardening.  The 
girls  were  instructed  in  the  bible,  religion, 
and  morality  and  were  led  in  evening 
prayers.   Regularly,  Ellis  took  the  girls 
and  her  Saint  Bernard  into  the  woods  to 
gather  wildflowers,  and  on  Sundays  she 
accompanied  them  -  decked  in  white 
uniforms  in  summer  and  blue  in  winter 
-  to  Christ  Episcopal  Church. 

Financially  stable  in  1861  at  the 
dawn  of  the  Civil  War,  the  Griffin  Free 
School  fund  claimed  $60,000  in  bank 
stock,  and  classes  continued  until  March 
1862.  During  the  War,  the  school

closed  and  the  pupils,  placed  in  local 
homes,  attended  classes  held  in  the  west 
wing  at  Tryon  Palace  and  in  a  makeshift 
classroom  in  the  back  of  All  Saints 
Chapel. 

The  Griffin  School  also  played  a  role 
in  the  history  of  the  New  Bern  Academy 
and  the  New  Bern  Graded  School.   In 
1 882,  the  New  Bern  Academy  was 
struggling  financially.  The  trustees  of  the 
Academy  battled  to  revive  the  school, 
but  eventually  deemed  the  school  no 
longer  fiscally  viable.   In  August,  the 
trustees  agreed  to  manage  a  graded  school 
subsidized  by  $900  generated  by  the  lease 
of  Academy  property,  $2,000  from  the 
Educational  Association,  $1,000  from  the 
Craven  County  Educational  Fund,  and 
$500  from  the  Moses  Griffin  Fund.  The 
New  Bern  Graded  School  opened  on 
October  2,  1882. 

In  1908  the  Griffin  School  closed, 
and  the  property  was  sold.  At  the  final 
accounting,  the  remaining  Griffin  School 
assets  of  $4,500  transferred  to  New  Bern 
Graded  Schools.  The  Griffin  School 
building  burned  during  the  Great  Fire  of 
1922. 

Moses  Griffin  obviously  believed  in  the 
consequences  of  education.   His  legacy

It  was  the  mid-1990s  and  the 
breakdown  of  famihes  and 
communities  was  eroding  the 
ages-old  tradition  of  passing  down 
history  informally.   The  formal  study 
of  history  was  losing  ground.  Tryon 
Palace  Historic  Sites  &  Gardens  decided 
to  reverse  the  trend  by  commissioning 
a  site  master  plan,  and  out  of  that  plan, 
a  vision  to  "make  history  accessible, 
relevant  and  km"  was  born.  An  initiative 
was  charted  that  will  forever  change  the 
annals  of  North  Carolina. 

The  State  of  North  Carolina  purchased 
the  Barbour  Boat  Works  site  adjacent 
to  the  Palace  on  the  Trent  River.   From 
1998-2000,  the  structures  on  the  site 
were  demolished,  and  $1  million  grants 
were  obtained  from  PepsiCo  and  from 
the  Clean  Water  Management  Trust 
Fund  to  restore  the  wetlands  and  filter 
storm  water.  Advance  planning  and

design  was  initiated  for  the  North 
Carolina  History  Education  Center, 
and  site  clean-up  began.   In  2005- 
2006,  clean-up  was  completed  and 
construction  of  the  wetlands  began.  A 
dedication  to  green  design  was  in  the 
works  to  create  a  positive  environmental 
impact. 
Simultaneously,  the  resources  needed 


to  produce  the  North  Carolina  History 
Education  Center  were  analyzed, 
the  need  for  reinterpretation  and 
refurbishment  of  the  Palace  and  other 
buildings  was  realized,  and  stewardship 
of  financial  resources  called  for  new 
endowment  funds.  A  three-pronged 
Making  History  Capital  Campaign 
was  crafted.

It  will  be  a  new  day  at  Tryon  Palace 
Historic  Sites  &  Gardens  when  the 
North  Carolina  History  Education 
Center  opens!   Entering  the  Center, 
visitors  walk  beneath  New  Bern's  historic 
Seth  Thomas  Town  Clock  and  cross  the 
threshold  to  encounter  the  exhibit,  "It's 
about  time!"  Step  inside  the  Great  Hall 
and  you  might  see  Jonkonnu  singing  and 
dancing  or  perhaps  the  Fife  &  Drum 
Corps  is  marching  past.  In  addition  to 
the  typical  functions  found  in  the  entry 
space,  the  Great  Hall,  about  the  size  of  a 
basketball  court,  is  designed  to  function 
as  a  streetscape  where  performances, 
exhibits,  and  upon  occasion,  great  parties 
occur.  Visitors  may  have  come  for  an 
event  in  the  performance  hall,  a  200  seat 
state-of-the-art  theatre,  or  they  may  be 


visiting  for  the  first  time  and  want  to  see 
it  all. 

Beginning  their  site  tour  in  the  Ruth 
and  Charles  A.  Cannon  Gateway  to 
History'  visitors  view  a  film  in  one  of  the 
orientation  theaters  then  prepare  for  their 
experience  with  a  stop  in  the  Preparation 
and  Outfitting  area.  Upon  entering  the 
space,  visitors  encounter  a  timeline  of  key 
events  in  the  region's  history.  At  the  end 
of  the  timeline,  a  3-D  model  of  Tryon 
Palace  Historic  Sites  &  Gardens  and  the 
surrounding  neighborhood  orients  them 
to  the  site  they  will  soon  be  exploring. 
Using  The  History  Navigator,  visitors 
are  now  ready  to  choose  the  "lens "  or 
perspectives  on  the  past  from  which  to 
experience  the  historic  site.  The  device 
offers  a  choice  of  audio  tours  presented

from  the  perspectives  of  women, 
community  leaders,  African-Americans, 
architectural  historians,  workers/artisans, 
children,  gardeners,  and  even  an  arts 
tour.  They  may  opt  to  use  their  own  cell 
phones  to  access  the  tours.  Outfitted 
with  their  History  Navigator,  visitors  are 
ready  to  experience  history  first  hand. 
Their  "carriage"  is  waiting  just  outside 
the  exit  to  whisk  them  to  the  Palace. 

Returning  to  the  History  Center, 
visitors  enter  at  the  juncture  of  the 
Regional  History  Museum  and  the 
Pepsi  Family  Center  galleries.  Families 
with  children  may  choose  to  visit  the 
Pepsi  Family  Center  first  and  step  into 
the  Time  Machine.  As  the  doors  close, 
the  walls  come  alive  with  images  of  the 
past — transporting  guests  back  in  time 
to  the  nineteenth  century.  Pepsi  Family 
Center  visitors  received  a  color  coded 
swipe  card  before  beginning  their  time- 
travel — their  key  to  experience  the  past. 

The  family  may  choose  to  sail  a 
merchant  ship — loading  cargo  and 
plotting  the  course,  or  they  may  distill 
turpentine  and  load  barrels  for  which 
the  Overseer  keeps  a  close  count.  They 
may  prefer  to  visit  the  general  store 
where  some  guests  are  shoppers  and 
others  are  merchants,  or  they  might 
even  publish  a  newspaper.  With  the  help 
of  a  "virtual  cook"  they  can  prepare  a 
meal.  No  matter  their  choice,  they  will 
work  as  a  team  on  a  variety  of  tasks. 
The  juxtaposition  of  the  sophisticated 
electronics  of  the  exhibits  and  the 
hands-on  experiences  of  the  tasks  offers 
a  unique  and  challenging  experience  for 
all. 

Across  the  hall  the  Regional  History 
Museum  explores  the  history  of  the 
region  through  the  drama  of  human 
experience.  This  museum  is  rich  with 
artifacts,  authentic  objects  of  the  past, 
which  highlight  the  people  and  qualities 
of  place  that  make  North  Carolina's 
central  coastal  region  unique. 

Just  as  early  explorers  and  settlers  first 
experienced  North  Carolina,  visitors 


find  themselves  immersed  in  a  forest 
of  longleaf  pines  while  two  "rivers", 
represented  by  light,  lead  them  deeper 
into  the  region.  Exhibits  tell  the  stories  of 
the  Tuscarora  Indians  who  had  long  ago 
settled  in  the  region  and  their  struggles 
with  the  European  settlers.  There  are 
exhibits  depicting  the  diverse  range  of 
social,  cultural,  political  and  domestic 
experiences  of  the  populace.  From  the 
natural  resources  and  the  diversity  of 
skills  the  region's  economy  evolved. 
Exhibits  depict  the  great  variety  of  work 
found  in  the  central  coastal  region.  There 
are  artisans  and  entrepreneurs,  politicians 
and  publishers,  merchants  and  shipping 
moguls.   Exhibits  also  convey  the  rich 
story  of  the  blacks,  free  and  enslaved, 
who  comprised  most  of  the  region's 
workforce. 

In  addition  to  permanent  exhibits, 
the  Minnette  Chapman  Duffy  Gallery^ 
off^ers  another  compelling  reason  for 
return  visits  to  the  History  Center 
with  its  ever-changing  calendar  of  new 
exhibits.   Its  opening  exhibit  in  2010 
is  the  culmination  of  the  state-wide 
John  Lawson  exhibition,  which  will 
commemorate  the  300'''  anniversary  of 
Lawson's  A  New  Voyage  to  Carolina.  The 
display  will  feature  Lawson's  botanical 
specimens,  normally  housed  in  London, 


England,  that  he  gathered  and  catalogued 
in  the  early  1700s  when  he  journeyed 
across  the  Carolinas  and  experienced 
the  purity  and  beauty  of  their  natural 
resources. 

Foretelling  the  Lawson  exhibit  is  the 
current  display  in  the  Tryon  Palace 
Visitors  Center,  "Discovering  the  New 
World:   Early  Naturalists'  Accounts  of 
the  People,  Flora  &  Fauna  of  Carolina " 
that  will  remain  through  April  2009, 
then  travel  to  other  museums  across  the 
state.  Both  the  current  "Discovering  the 
New  World"  and  the  coming  Lawson 
exhibits  are  designed  to  bring  attention 
to  the  unspoiled  conditions  Lawson 
found  and  to  a  new  focus  for  Tryon 
Palace  as  guardians  of  the  environment. 

To  visit  the  North  Carolina  History 
Education  Center  and  Tryon  Palace 
Historic  Sites  &  Gardens  is  to  travel 
through  another  era.  At  the  end,  visitors 
reenter  the  21"  century  after  a  journey 
of  300  years  and  an  encounter  with  the 
natives,  early  settlers  and  political,  civic 
and  cultural  leaders  who  inhabited  and 
forged  North  Carolina  into  the  state  we 
cherish  today.

long  the  Trent  River  on  the 
North  Carohna  History 
ducation  Center  site,  the 


constructed  wetlands  are  designed  to 
replicate  the  natural  ecosystem  that 
abounded  earlier  along  eastern  North 
Carolina's  rich  waterways.   In  addition, 
the  new  wetlands  are  planned  to  address 
a  growing  population  and  the  need  and 
desire  to  protect  the  environment  by 
filtering  storm  water  runoff  from  the 
site  and  inland  residential  areas.  As 
water  drains  downstream  from  rain  and 
surface  runoff,  the  grasses  strain  and 
capture  suspended  particles  and  sediment 
settles  out  of  the  water.  Subsequently, 
these  materials  enrich  the  ecosystem  by 
fertilizing  the  plants  and  nourishing  the 
marsh  and  animals.' 

The  Bioretention  area  is  a  part  of  the 
constructed  wetland  that  mimics  natural 
wetlands  by  filtering  the  sediment  and 
pollutants  out  of  the  storm  water  before 
it  flows  into  the  river.  There  can  be  a 
great  diversity  of  grasses  and  perennial 
plants  that  grow  with  their  roots  in  the 
wet  soil  and  their  foliage  above  (known 
as  emergent  plants).

Bald  or  Swamp  Cypress  ( Taxodium 
distichum),  is  a  large  and  important 
timber  tree  in  the  Coastal  Plain  swamps. 
This  is  not  a  true  cypress,  which  is 
evergreen  and  found  in  the  western 
states.  The  Coastal  Plain  cypress  has 
leaves  that  are  flat  and  narrow,  formed 
on  slender  short  branches.  And  its  roots 
frequently  form  knees  that  emerge  from 
the  water. 

Waxmyrtle  {Myrica  cerifera),  is  the 
evergreen  shrub  that  expands  over 
this  area.  Waxmyrtle  is  known  for  its 
tolerance  to  wet  or  dry  conditions,  and 
is  the  southern  cousin  of  the  Bayberry. 
The  waxy  berries  are  a  high  energy  food 
source  for  birds  in  the  winter,  attracting 
and  holding  migratory  warblers,  among 
others.  Like  legumes,  wax  myrtle  fixes 
atmospheric  nitrogen  and  so  is  able  to 
thrive  in  infertile  soils. 

Coastal  grasses  are  an  important 
component  of  the  ecosystem,  llieir 
fibrous  roots  anchor  the  plant  and 
prevent  soil  erosion  from  the  wave 
action  on  the  river.  Salinity  and  the 
amount  of  time  they  are  submerged  are 
selective  environmental  factors.  These 
are  different  grasses  than  those  growing 
along  the  mouth  of  the  Newport  River, 
where  salinity  is  much  higher. 

Wetland  Fringe  represents  an 
ecosystem  that  may  be  dry  during 
times  of  drought  or  low  tides,  and  then 
submerged  during  high  tide  and  storm 


surge.  Some  of  these  plants  have  colorful 
flowers,  such  as:  Rose  Mallow,  Hibiscus 
moscheutos.  Southern  Blue  Flag  Iris, 
Iris  virginica,  and  Seaside  Goldenrod, 
Solidago  sempervirens. 

Many  butterflies  are  seen  visiting  these 
flowers  from  summer  through  fall. 

Since  improving  water  quality  is 
essential  for  preserving  the  quality  of 
life  in  New  Bern  and  eastern  North 
Carolina,  this  important  aspect  of 
riverine  ecology  was  the  first  to  be 
installed  on  the  site  of  the  future  North 
Carolina  History  Education  Center. 

Lisa  Wimpfheimer,  Hortictdturist  and 
Head  of  Garden  Services  Branch  at  Tryon 
Palace  Historic  Sites  &  Gardens,  is  a  plant 
pest  consultant  and  directs  the  planting 
and  care  of  the  site's  14  acres.
